We were entirely disgusted and disap- 
pointed, and 8 to get away alive when a 
chance offered.

A Board of Trade Building. 


At the joint meeting of the Los. 
Angeles Board of Trade and Produce 
Exchange last evening, beld for the 
purpose of considering the building 
question, a good beginning was made. 
The sentiment in favor of erecting a 
joint home for these joint commercial 
organizations was strong and nearly 
unanimous. The main question under 
consideration was one of ways and 
means. Several plans for accomplish- 
ing the object were suggested, and 
finally a committee was appointed to 
sit on the various plans and evolve a 
feasible one, which, when agreed 
upon, will be reported to another 
meeting to be held a week 
hence. We like this movement, and 
unqualifiedly commend the merchants, 
bankers ard other enterprising busi- 
ness men who have inaugurated it. 
Clear beads and sound judgments, 
when concentrated upon a plan of con- 
struction, will be able, we predict, to 
work out successful results. The ideal 
building, when made a reality, will be 
another brick—in fact, several thousand 
bricks—in the great commercial struct- 
ure which is here being erected—here 


of one hundred thousand inhabitants. 
Water Everywhere. 


In a region where water is as precious 
as it is in California, Arizona and New 
Mexico, the people are yet only on the 
shores of knowledge relative to its de- 
velopment. The time will come when 
there will be springs and ‘streams, 
zanjas and acequias, grecn fields and 
‘pastures new,“ where now is only 
drouth and barrenness. We read in an 
Arizona paper, the Citizen, of Tucson, 
the interesting statement that about 
fifteen miles from that city, up the 
Santa Cruz, the river waters disappear 
under a shelving rock stratitication, 
and huge floods have been known to 
drop suddenly out of sight at that point 
and never come to the surface again. 
This fact leads to the irresistible con- 
clusion that a very large body of water 
flows below the bedrock stratas, and 
that flowing artesian wellsare feasible, 
if the course of these subterranean 
streams can be tapped. There may be 
many other places where the water also 
finds its way to a great depth, and there 
are certainly sufficient known data in 
this respect to warrant experimental 
ventures to obtain flowing water. The 
problem of the development of the re- 
sources of that country, or of this, de- 
pends upon solving the problem of wa- 
ter. The work of solution has only 
barely commenced as yet, but the prom- 
ise is one of great reward to all intelli- 
gent and indefatigable experimenters.

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TO PROVIDE CITY CHARTERS. 


Proposed Constitutional Amendment 
Adopted by the Legislature. 
Following is a copy of the resolution 
introduced by Assemblyman Knox, and 
adopted by both houses of the Legis- 


A RESOLUTION, 
propose an amendment 

75 of Article XI, of the Constitution 
of the State of California, relating to 
the framing of a charter for cities of 
more than one hundred thousand in- 
habitants. and for cities of over ten 
thousand and less than one hundred 

thousand inhabitants. 

Resolved, that the Legistature of the 
State of California, at its regular ses- 
sion, commencing on the third day of 
January, A. D. eighteen hundred and 
eighty-seven, two thirds of all the 
members elected to each of the two 
houses of said Legislature voting in 
favor thereof, — propose that sec- 
tion 8 of Article XI of the Constitu- 
tion of suid State be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Sec. 8. Any city (or consolidated city 
and county), containing a population 
of more than 100,000 inhabitan ts, may 
frame a charter for its own) govern- 
ment, consistent with and subject to the 
Constitution and laws of tnis State, by 
causing a board of fifteen freeholders, 
who shall have been for at least five 
years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of such 
city (or city and eounty), at any gen- 
eral or special election, whose duty it 
shall be, within (one hundred) days 
after such election, to prepare and pro- 
pose a charter for such city (or city and 
county), which shall be signed in dupli- 
cate by the members of such board, or 
a majority of them, and returned, 
one copy ‘thereof to the mayor 
or other chief executive officer 
of such city (or city and county), 
and the other to the recorder of deeds of 
the county (or city and county). Such 

ro charter shall then be pub- 
fished in two daily papers of general 
circulation in such city (or city and 
county) for at least twenty days, (and 
such publication shall be commenced 
within twenty days after the com- 
letion of the charter); and within not 
ess than thirty days after (the com- 
pletion of) — publication it shall be 
submitted (by the legislative authority 
of said city, or city and county,) to the 
qualified electors (thereof) at a general 
or special election, and if a majority of 
such qualified electors voting thereat 
shall ratify the same, it shall thereafter 
be submitted to the Legislature for its 
approval or rejection as a whole, with- 
out power of alteration or amendment: 
and, if approved by a majority vote of 
the members elected to each house, it 
shall become the charter of such city, 
or if such city be consolidated with a 
county, then of such city and county, 
and shall become the organic law 
thereof, and supersede any existin 
r and all amendments thereof, 
and all special laws inconsistent with 
such charter. A copy of such charter, 
certified by the mayor, or (other) 
chief executive officer, and authen- 
ticated by the seal of such city,

submission of such charter to the elec- 
tors, and its ratification by them, shall 
be made in duplicate, and deposited, 
one in the office of the Secretary of 
State, the other, after being recorded 
in the office of the recorder of deeds 
of the county, (or city and 22 
among the archives of the city * ty 
and j All courts shall take 
judicial notice thereof. The charter so 
ratified may be amended at intervals of

In submitting any 
such charter, or amendment thereto, 
any alternative article or proposition 
may be presented for the choice of the 
voters, and may be voted on separ- 
ately without prejudice to others. 
Any city (or consolidated city and 
county) containing a population of 
more than 10,000 and not more 
than 100,000 inhabitants may frame a 
charter for its own government, con- 
sistent with and subject to the Consti- 
tution and laws of this State, by caus- 
ing a board of fifteen freeholders, who 
shall have been for at least five years 
qualified electors thereof, to be elected 
by the qualified voters of said city (or 
city and county), at any general or 
special election, whose duty it shall be, 
within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for 
such city (or city and county), which 
shall be signed in duplicate hy the 
members of such board, or a majority 
of them, and returned, one copy thereof 
to the mayor, or other chief executive 
(officer) of said city (or city and 
county), and the other to the 
der of the county (or city and 
county). Such proposed charter shall 
then be published in two daily papers 
of general circulation in such city (or 
city and county), for at least twenty 
days; and publication shall (be

shall be submitted (by the legislative 
authority of said. city, or city and 
courity) to the qualified electors of said 
city (er city and gre: hy at a genéral 
or special election; and, if a majority 
of such qualified electors voting thereat 
shall ratify thesame (it shall thereafter 
be submitted to the Legislature, for its 
approval or rejecticn as a whole, with- 
out power of alteration or amendment, 
and, if approved by a majority vote of 
the members elected to each House), it 
shall become the charter of such city,

cate, and deposited, one in the office of 
the Secretary of State, and-the other.

city (or city and county), and thereafter 
all courts shall take judicial notice

CITY COURTS. 


Knox's Bill to Relieve Mayors from 
Presiding. 

Following is acopy of Mr. Knox’s 
substitute for Assembly Bill No. 282, 
which has become a law: 

AN ACT 
To provide that in all cities of over ten 


other chief executive shall not be 

required to act as City Judge or ex 

officio Judge of the City Court, or as 

Justice of the Peace; to provide for 

the abolishment of such City Court, 

and for the transfer of the business 
and properties of said City Court to 
the Justice of the Peace of such cit- 
jes, and to require such Justice to 
finish such business, and to repeal 
all special acts in conflict herewit 
The People of the State of California, rep- 

— in Senate and Asscnihlu, do 

act as follows: 

SecTIon 1. In cities of over ten 
thousand inhabitants the Mayor or 
other chief executive thereof shall not 
be required to act as justice of the 
peace or to hold a city court, or to act 
as ex officio city judge, or to perform 
any of the duties of fudge of the city 
court; and all city courts created by 
law to be held by such mayor or, other 
chief executive of such cities are here- 
by abolished. 

Sec. 2. All books, dockets, files 
documents, papers, and of 
every kind whatsoever, belonging to 
such city court shall be transferred to 
the jnstice of the peace of said city. 
provided for by law, [to hold the police 
court of said city, or if there be no such 
police court therein, then to such jus- 
tice of the peace therein as may be des- 
— for such purpose by the mayor 
thereof], and such justice of the peace 
shall have jurisdiction of all matters 
heretofore brought in such city court, 
or of which said city court had juris- 
diction, and it shall be his duty to col- 
lect all fines and charges required by 
law to be collected by such city court, 


over to the treasurer of said city in the 

same manner and at the same times 

and under such terms Ind conditions 

as heretofore required of and by said 

city court. Said justice of the peace 

shall complete all such unfinished busi- 

ness as may be transferred tohim from | 
said city court under the provisions 

hereof, in the same manner as hereto- 

fore required of said city court. 

Sec. 3. The provisions of all acts 
and every special act of the Legislature 
which conflict in anywise with this act 
are 1 1 and every one hereby re- 
pealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and 
be in force at once after its passage.
